REPORT. 

MUSEUM  AND  ART  GALLERY. 


ATTENDANCES. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  and  Art 
Gallery  for  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December, 
1911,  was  203,908,  as  compared  with  370,114  in  1910, 
and  403,353  in  1909. 

This  great  falling  off  in  the  number  of  attendances 
was  due  to  the  closing  of  the  greater  part  of  the  Gallery 
throughout  the  year  on  account  of  structural  alterations 
and  re-decoration.  The  Long  Gallery,  Arms  Gallery, 
Industrial  Hall,  and  Italian  Gallery  were  closed  for  this 
purpose  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  and  the 
Round  Gallery,  Vestibule,  and  Entrance  Hall  for  the 
remaining  six  months.  This  necessitated,  during  the 
later  period,  the  use  of  the  side  entrance  in  Eden  Place 
only,  which  always  tends  to  reduce  the  number  of  visitors. 
It  was  also  found  necessary  to  close  the  building  in  the 
evenings  and  on  Sundays  and  Bank  Holidaj^s,  owing  to 
too  great  an  overcrowding  in  the  small  space  available 
for  the  public.  A  further  reduction  in  attendances 
has  been  caused  by  the  loan  of  the  pictures  forming  the 
permanent  collection  to  other  Corporations,  owing  to  want 
of  space  for  their  exhibition  here  until  the  Art  Gallery 
Extension  is  opened.  For  details  of  attendances  see 
Appendix.

The  Committee  have  lent  one  hundred  and  ninety-two 
of  the  water-colour  drawings  and  smaller  oil-paintings, 
including  the  David  Cox  Collection,  to  the  City  of 
N  ottingham  Art  Gallery ;  forty-two  of  the  larger  pictures 
to  the  Mappin  Art  Gallery,  Sheffield ;  six  to  the  Burnley 
Art  Gallery ;  and  two  to  the  Plymouth  Art  Gallery. 
Twenty-three  pictures  of  the  English  Pre-Raphaelite 
School  were  lent  to  the  Exhibition  of  Works  by  Eord 
Madox  Brown  and  the  Pre-Raphaelites,  held  in  the  City 
of  Manchester  Art  Gallery  from  the  beginning  of  August 
to  the  end  of  November;  and  the  same  pictures,  with  a 
number  of  drawings — eighty-three  in  all — were  lent  in 
December  to  the  National  Gallery,  British  Art  (Tate 
Gallery),  where  they  formed  a  special  exhibition,  wdiich 
attracted  a  large  number  of  visitors  during  the  five 
months  it  was  opened. 

Your  Committee  also  lent  “  Glen  Lui,  Braemar,”  by 
J.  Docharty,  and  the  portrait  of  James  Watt,  by  Beechey, 
to  the  Glasgow  Pine  Art  Exhibition. 

CATALOGUES  AND  PHOTO GKAPHS. 

Owing  to  the  closing  of  the  Picture  Galleries  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  the  removal  of  the  per¬ 
manent  collection  of  pictures,  the  sale  of  catalogues  has 
been  very  small.  A  new  edition  of  the  Aston  Hall  hand¬ 
book  has  been  published  during  the  year. 

Several  new  photographs  of  pictures  have  been 
taken,  and  these  and  others  are  still  in  demand.  The 
total  number  of  photographs  sold  during  the  year  was 
•230,  and  the  total  number  of  catalogues  6,736,  of  which 
6,088  were  sold  at  Aston  Hall;  2,079  postcards,  with 
views  of  the  Hall,  were  also  sold. 
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NATURAL  HISTORY  COLLECTIONS. 

As  already  reported,  the  accommodation  in  the 
Natural  History  Society’s  Rooms  is  insufficient  for  the 
various  collections  already  presented,  and  your  Com¬ 
mittee  have  again  authorised  the  hire  of  rooms  in  Avebury 
House,  Newhall  Street,  at  an  inclusive  rent  not  exceeding 
£50  for  a  further  twelve  months.  These  rooms  are  now 
under  the  control  of  the  Birmingham  Natural  History 
Society,  which  Society  holds  itself  responsible  for  the  safe 
custody  of  the  various  collections. 

STRUCTURAL  ALTERATIONS . 

The  structural  alterations  in  the  Long  Gallery  and 
Wedgwood  Room,  authorised  by  the  City  Council  and 
approved  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  1910,  at  a 
cost  of  £2,050,  which  were  begun  in  September,  1910, 
together  with  the  re-decoration  of  those  rooms  and  the 
Industrial  Hall,  were  completed,  and  the  rooms  re-opened 
to  the  public  on  the  20tli  July,  1911.  On  the  31st  of  the 
same  month  the  work  in  connection  with  the  renewal  of 
the  treads  of  the  Entrance  Staircase,  and  the  cleaning 
and  re-decoration  of  the  Italian  Gallery,  Round  Room, 
Vestibule,  and  Entrance  Hall  was  begun,  and  while  in 
progress  the  entrance  from  Eden  Place  was  in  use.  The 
work  was  completed  on  22nd  January,  1912,  and  since 
that  date  the  whole  building  has  again  been  open  to  the 
public. 

The  replacing  of  the  glass  in  the  inner  roofs  of 
certain  of  the  rooms  with  white  Flemish  glass,  begun  in 
the  previous  year,  has  been  completed,  and  has  greatly 
improved  the  lighting  of  the  galleries. 


RE-ARRANGEMENT  OF  COLLECTIONS. 

The  whole  of  the  permanent  collection,  of  objects  of 
industrial  and  decorative  art,  including  the  Museum  of 
Arms,  has  now  been  re-arranged.  Many  hundreds  of 
objects — pottery,  porcelain,  wood  work,  metal  work, 
glass,  iron  work,  etc.,  which  have  been  stored  for  some 
years  are  now  exhibited.  All  the  fittings  in  the  glass  cases 
have  been  re-covered,  and  every  object  carefully  cleaned. 

The  Round  Gallery  now  contains  the  collections  of 
textiles,  lace,  Oriental  tiles,  wood  carvings,  and  decorative 
iron  work.  The  Italian  Gallery  has  been  re-arranged,  also 
the  Central  Hall,  in  which  the  ceramic  collections, 
formerly  in  the  Wedgwood  Gallery,  have  been  classified 
and  placed.  The  Wedgwood  Gallery  is  now  used  solely 
as  a  Museum  of  Arms.  The  Long  Gallery,  in  the  walls  of 
which  windows  have  been  inserted,  is  now  converted  into 
a  museum,  and  contains  the  collections  of  glass,  fictile 
ivories,  textiles,  carvings  in  jade,  Japanese  lacquer, 
European,  Indian,  and  Japanese  jewellery,  locks,  and 
small  metal  work.  In  the  side  galleries  upstairs  will  be 
arranged  the  collections  of  drawings  by  Sir  Edward 
Burne-Jones,  Sir  John  Millais,  Ford  Madox  Brown, 
Rossetti,  and  others.  The  re-arrangements  throughout 
the  buildings  have  been  much  appreciated.  The  renewal 
of  a  large  number  of  the  labels  descriptive  of  the  decora¬ 
tive  and  industrial  objects  in  the  permanent  collection  is 
in  course  of  progress.  Some  thousands  of  them  have 
been  re-written  and  the  objects  re-described,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  work  will  be  shortly  completed. 

SUNDAY  CLOSING. 

Owing  to  the  structural  alterations  and  re-painting 
of  the  rooms,  only  parts  of  the  building  were  open  to  the 
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public  during  1911.  As,  in  consequence,  the’rooms  were 
dangerously  overcrowded  upon  Sunday  afternoons,  your 
Committee  decided  to  close  the  Gallery  on  Sundays  until 
the  alterations  were  completed.  Since  22nd  January, 
1912,  the  Gallery  has  been  open  on  Sunday  afternoons  as 
usual. 

ART  GALLERY  EXTENSION. 

Satisfactory  progress  having  been  made  with  the  Art 
Gallery  Extension,  your  Committee  were  able  to  com¬ 
mence  the  transfer  of  the  pictures  and  drawings  to  the 
new  buildings  immediately  after  Easter,  and  since  that 
date  the  Keeper  and  his  staff  have  been  busily  engaged  in 
re-arranging  and  hanging  the  collections.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  new  buildings  will  be  ready  to  be  opened  to  the 
public  during  the  month  of  July. 

NATURAL  HISTORY  DEPARTMENT. 

This  Department  will  not  be  opened  for  some  months, 
but  meanwhile  arrangements  must  be  made  for  the  classi¬ 
fying,  cataloguing,  etc.,  of  the  present  collections. 

It  is  desirable  that  an  Assistant  Keeper,  to  take 
charge  of  the  Natural  History  Department,  be  appointed 
without  delay.  Your  Committee  have  given  much  thought 
and  consideration  to  this  appointment,  as  it  is  essential 
to  secure  the  services  of  an  official  who  has  had 

i 

considerable  experience  in  the  management,  arrangement, 
and  control  of  a  Natural  History  Museum.  In  this  matter 
they  have  had  the  valuable  assistance  of  several  members 
of  the  Natural  History  Committee,  together  with  the 
authorities  of  the  University,  and  they  have  unanimously 
decided  to  recommend  to  the  Council  Mr.  William  H. 
Edwards,  of  the  Victoria  Institute,  Worcester,  as  Assis¬ 
tant  Keeper  to  the  Natural  History  Department,  at  a 
salary  of  T210  per  annum,  such  appointment  to  date  from 
June  1st,  1912. 
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Mr.  Edwards,  who  is  49  years  of  age,  has  been 
Curator  of  the  Worcester  Museum  for  the  last  seventeen 
years,  and  he  has  b.een  responsible  for  the  classification 
and  arrangements  of  the  collections  there.  He  is  a  prac¬ 
tical  taxidermist  and  setter-up  of  museum  specimens.  He 
holds  first  class  certificates  from  the  Mason  College,  and 
he  is  most  strongly  recommended  by  several  well-known 
naturalists  for  the  position  in  Birmingham. 

As  Mr.  Edwards’  age  exceeds  45  years  he  cannot  join 
the  Superannuation  Scheme  without  the  consent  of  the 
Council,  but  having  regard  to  the  particular  circumstances 
of  the  appointment,  your  Committee  recommend  that 
such  consent  be  given. 

Your  Committee  are  informed  that  many  important 
gifts  are  likely  to  be  made  to  the  Natural  History  Depart¬ 
ment  as  soon  as  a  qualified  Naturalist  is  placed  in  charge 
of  that  section  of  the  Museum  and  Art  Gallery.

Mr.  E.  F.  Spicer,  E.Z.S.,  who  is  appointed  by  your 
Committee  to  make  a  periodical  inspection  of  the  Natural 
History  Collections  in  Aston  Hall,  and  to  take  such  steps 
from  time  to  time  as  may  be  necessary  for  their  proper 
preservation,  reports  satisfactorily  as  to  their  condition.

ASTON  HALL. 

Mr.  Jethro  A.  Cossins  reports  as  follows  : — 

“  During  the  past  year  it  has  not  been  necessary  to 
do  more  than  effect  a  few  small  repairs,  carried  out  by 
Foreman  Espley,  and  make  a  start  on  cleaning  down  and 
distempering  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  staircase  halls.  This 
work,  which  is  being  well  carried  out  by  the  Foreman 
and  his  assistants,  was  badly  needed,  as  it  had  not  been 
done  for  very  many  years,  and  there  were  so  many  thick¬ 
nesses  of  old  distemper  and  paint  on  the  walls  that  they 
were  constantly  dropping  off  and  being  trodden  into  the 
stairs.

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‘  ‘  It  will  be  essential  during  the  coming  year  to  re-lay 
the  lead  flat  over  the  kitchen.  It  has  been  leaking  badly 
for  some  time,  and  the  timbers  and  plaster  ceiling  under 
are  no  longer  safe.  There  are  also  certain  necessary 
repairs  which  must  be  made  to  gutters  and  down-pipes, 
as  a  good  deal  of  damage  is  being  caused  to  some  of  the 
walls  of  the  Hall  and  Lodges  by  these  leakages.  All  the 
down-pipes  want  examining,  repairing,  and  painting,  but 
I  only  propose  to  deal  with  the  most  urgent  cases  at 
present,  leaving  the  rest  for  the  following  year.  I  esti¬ 
mate  the  cost  of  above  work  during  the  coming  year  at 
T90.” 


NATURAL  HISTORY  COLLECTIONS. 

Mr.  E.  F.  Spicer,  F.Z.S.,  reports  as  follows  : — 

“The  whole  of  the  Natural  History  collections  of 
birds  and  animals,  and  the  Scott  collection  of  insects 
have  received  careful  attention  throughout  the  year,  and 
all  that  was  necessary  for  keeping  them  in  order  has  been 
done.  My  last  visit  was  paid  on  March  5th,  and  after 
going  through  all  the  cases  carefully  I  found  that  every¬ 
thing  was  in  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  preservation.  I 
also  inspected  the  Nestor  Productus,  at  present  stored  at 
the  Art  Gallery,  on  March  15th,  and  it  was  then  in 
absolutely  perfect  condition.  The  Sir  Arthur  Scott 
Collection  required  special  treatment,  and  several  days 
were  spent  in  thoroughly  overhauling  the  specimens.  The 
insects  have  been  dressed  with  spirits,  and  the  cells  in 
the  cabinets  charged  with  camphor  and  carbon ;  and  the 
whole  collection  is  now  in  perfect  condition.  At  the  end 
of  April  I  propose  going  through  the  whole  of  the  collec¬ 
tions  again,  and  opening  and  dressing  any  of  the  cases 
that  show  any  signs  of  damp.”
